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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1 .52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding the limitation "...to the condition cm.s." Applicant should clarify at 

least once what is "s". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for ail 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Verhaaret al. [5,801,482]. 

Verhaar et al. disclose a low pressure gas discharge lamp which includes a 
tubular/cylinder portion discharge vessel and at least two spatially separated capacitive 
coupling-in structure/end portions [abstract, line 3] and operates at an operating 
frequency, and each capacitive coupling-in structure is formed by at least one dielectric 
[Figure 1, column 3, lines 29-38]. 

Verhaar et al. disclose the claimed invention except for wherein each dielectric 
being subject to a specific condition. 

It would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made to the specified dielectric, since it has been held to be within the 
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general skill of a worker in the art to select a known nnaterial on the basic of its suitability 
for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. 

Regarding claims 3-5, and 9-10, Verhaar et al. disclose the claimed invention 
except for the specific operative ranges/values. It would been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to chose the specified 
ranges/values, since it has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are 
disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable range/value involves only 
routine skill in the art. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Mehrotra et al. [5,982,097] disclose a Hollow Electrodes For Low Pressure 
Discharge Lamps, Particularly Narrow Diameter Flourescent and Neon Lamps And 
Lamps Containing The Same. 

Kirkman-Amemiya [5,057,740] disclose a Photoemissive Trigger For Backlighted 
Thyratron Switches. 

Heuvelmans et al. [6,137,225] disclose a Low-Pressure Discharge Lamp With 
Filament Having Protective Coating. 

Vollkommer et al. [5,604,410] disclose a Method To Operate an Incoherently 
Emitting Radiation Source Having At Least One Dielectrically Impeded Electrode.
